Gatorland in Orlando, 
Florida, is a 70-acre alligator 
farm, research center, and 
tourist attraction. Most of 
the park’s 3,000 gators are 
raised for their skin (which is 
used for boots, wallets, and 
shoes) and for their meat. 

Visitors to Gatorland can 
see hundreds of alligators at home in a mucky 
swamp, as well as get a taste of the cold-blooded 
critters: The farm serves up former residents as 
gator ribs and gator nuggets. Do the alligators ever 
get to eat visitors in the interest of fairness? No, says 
Flavio Morrissiey, the farm’s curator of zoological 
services. The reptiles are fed meatballs made of beef, 
fish meal, and chicken liver. (Whew.)

Sometimes the best way to fight a bug is with another 
bug. That’s why Frank and Adele Junfin raise billions 
of trichogramma wasps, green lacewings, and fly 
parasites on their insect farm in Quemado, Texas. 
Other farmers buy these mighty mites to eat pests, 
such as aphids, moths, and flies, which destroy crops, 
ruin gardens, and spread diseases to farm animals. 

According to Frank, insect farming requires a lot of 
special cages and careful handling. For example, 
trichogramma wasps are so small that 5,000 eggs fit on 
a one-square-inch piece of paper. A strong stomach 
probably helps the insect farmers, too, because they 
often have to handle millions of maggots (which are 
baby flies). But it’s not all ugly bugs at the Junfins’ 
insectary. Frank and Adele are now working on raising 
everyone’s favorite insect, the ladybug. 


At Darren Schmall’s Pizza Farm, you won’t find 
pepperoni slices hanging from trees or sprouting from 
the ground. Instead, the circular farm in Madera, 
California, is divided into eight triangular “slices,” on 
which Darren grows more than 20 crops that could be 
used as pizza ingredients. He raises wheat for crust, 
cows for cheese, and tomatoes for sauce. And don’t

pineapples. 

Darren created the farm to teach people about 
agriculture. Although he doesn’t make any actual pizzas 
there, the one-third-acre farm could hold 8,789 large 
pies. D’ough!

worms are raised in plastic bins (below) 
that are filled with newspaper, peat moss, 
soil, and organic food waste. 


In the basement of a Chicago high-rise apartment 
building, 10 kids get together every day for some 
vermiculture. That’s a good thing. It means they’re 
raising worms—in this case, 300,000 red worms 
inside 60 bins of soil. 

Each week, the kids feed the crawlers 100 pounds 
of leftover food, such as rotten vegetables and fruit, 
coffee grounds, and tea bags. The hungry wrigglers 
produce valuable poop, called castings, which is sold 
to gardeners and plant nurseries as fertilizer. 

Heifer Project International helped the young 
neighbors get into the worm business to earn money. 
Now the kids would like to expand their farm to 2,000 
pounds of worms—or 6 million super poopers— 
squirming in the basement.
